Some guys embark on epic man 
celebrations before becoming 
fathers.

It was midnight when Courtney Everette drove te the airpart to 
pick up her husband in the summer of 2004), and she fund what 
she expected. Tre Everette was burnt out ane tired fromm a week- 
end at Caesar’s Palace in Las Vegas, where he and. friends had 
celebrated what was to be a major life event leer hirn ariel lis wife. 

Tre, 35, of Woodlawn, hadn’t spent the weekend 114 a private 
poolside cabana as a last fling before impending vugetials, He’d 
already done that years before. His wife was seven manths preg- 
nant, and this was his “dad-chelor” party. 

“I did not want him to go,” Courtney Everette saicl, Laughing. 
“T didn’t think his impending fatherhood was an excuse tm gp sit 
ona beach.” 

But after laying a few ground rules—he cculda't leave the 
country, and his friends would have to pay for the whole thing— 
she agreed to let her husband have one last fling wath the guys be- 
fore parental responsibility set in. So-called dad-chelor parties, 
also known as daddymoons, diaper kegs and man showers, are 
becoming increasingly popular for fathers-ta-be, The pregnancy 
website thebump.com reports one in five male users in a recent 
survey say they've been to one. Though the name supmeses a rau- 
cous, booze-soaked celebration reminiscent of the preeweelding 
tradition, several Chicago-area dad-chelors say the wecasion isnt 
what you might expect. 

“It was full-disclosure,” Tre Everette said of his party, which 
replaced club-going and gambling with several days of soaking 
up the sun. What happened in Vegas didn't even need to stay 
there, he said. He told his wife everything, “Mar Vegas, ir was re- 
ally low-key.” 

The point was to spend time with frirnrls, same of whew 
already had kids, and get some perspective an how his lite was 
about to change, Everette said. 

“It’s the kind of thing where guys can share the war starivs of 
being a first-time dad and assure everybadly it weulel be CHE 
he said. 


Fatherhood marks the beginning of more responsitaity tar 
the dad-to-be. Of course, that doesn’t mean it's the émd of 
all the things he used to enjoy. RedEye scoped aut 
themanregistry.com, an online source for graams. far gilts 
that work well for future fathers. ms. 


It’s a trend Chris Easter, co-founder of themanregistry.cami, 
an online resource for grooms, has noticed as well. Five yeurs 
ago, he started the site to, among other things, serve the gruw- 
ing population of men he saw having “man showers,” or pre- 
wedding male gatherings where gifts like kegerators and grill 
tools are commonplace. At the time, he said it was considered 
odd, but his website’s growth has proved the idea has moved tn 
the mainstream. He said he sees dad-chelor parties building thar 
same following. 

“The principle is the same thing [as a bachelor party],” he saicl, 
“They align perfectly. It’s a big lifestyle moment, it’s celebraring 
the end of one chapter and starting another.” 

‘Twin brothers Matt and Martin Klara, 31, hadn’t even heardl 
of the concept when they began planning dad-chelor parties tir 
each other in 2011. It was Matt’s idea to plan one last day of ta- 
maraderie for his brother as his wife’s due date approached. It 
started with a haircut and a shave at a barbershop, went on tu il 
brewery tour, included a private BBQ dinner at Chicago Q ariel 
ended at several of Martin’s favorite bars. It also included a seni- 
timental gift from the group of 20 guys who attended—a copy of 
Walker Lamond’s “Rules for my Unborn Son.” Each of the met 
wrote his own rules into the book. (Example: If you ever wanr tn 
know the absolute truth, ask your uncles.) 

“You don’t get many chances to be kind of sentimental with 
friends, so it was nice to have all that in one spot,” Martin Klara, 
of Oak Park, said.

3rd allegation against puppeteer 


NEW YORK ‘The puppeteer formerly 

behind the “Sesame Street” character 
Elmo faces a new accusation of having sex with 
an underage boy, a week after a similar allega- 
tion prompted him to resign from the iconic 
public TV show. 

In a lawsuit filed Tuesday in US. District 
Court in Manhattan, a man identified only as 
John alleges Kevin Clash engaged in oral sex and 
other sex acts with him when John was 16 years 
old. The suit seeks at least $75,000 in damages. 

The suit alleges the incident occurred in 
either 2000 or 2001 when John, who is from 
Florida, visited New York for modeling oppor-

tunities. John came to know Clash, then 40, 
through a telephone chat line for gay people on 
which Clash claimed to be a 30-year-old named 
Craig, according to the suit. 

John returned to New York when he turned 
18, and he and Clash renewed the relationship, 
the lawsuit said. 

“Mr. Clash believes the lawsuit has no mer- 
it,” Clash’s publicist, Risa B. Heller, said in an 
emailed statement. 

It is the latest charge levied against Clash, 
now 52, who resigned Nov. 20 from Sesame 
Workshop, the company behind “Sesame 
Street,” after nearly 30 years on the show.

His resignation came the same day Cecil 
Singleton filed a claim seeking more than $5 
million in damages from Clash.

The newest allegation comes about two 
weeks after another man recanted his claims 
that Clash had sex with him when he was 16 
years old. The man later said the relationship 
was consensual. 

Clash had denied the allegations and ac- 
knowledged a past relationship with his first 
accuser. He added the pair were both consent- 
ing adults at the time. 


Tensions

Ey CAIRO ‘Tens of thousands Egyptians 

protested Tuesday against President 
Mohamed Mursi in one of the biggest rallies 
since Hosni Mubarak’s overthrow, accusing 
the Islamist leader of seeking to impose anew 
era of autocracy. 

Police fired tear gas at stone-throwing 
youths in streets near the main protest in 
Cairo’s Tahrir Square, the epicenter of the up- 
rising that toppled Mubarak last year.

Anthony Davis’ basketball story is about as 
unlikely as they come. Two years ago, playing 
in the NBA was just a dream for the Engle- 
wood native who outgrew his clothes and his 
bed nearly as fast as he rose to hoops super- 
stardom. 

A 6-foot-2 guard who sprouts into an ath- 
letic, 6-foot-10 shot blocker is the equivalent 
of hitting the genetic lottery in basketball. 
Especially when you consider the way Da- 
vis parlayed it into becoming the top player 
in his high school class, a McDonald’s All- 
American, a national championship winner 
at Kentucky, the No. 1 pick in the 2012 NBA 
Draft and the youngest player in U.S. Olympic 
basketball history to win a gold medal. 

Not surprising, the 19-year-old Davis is en- 
joying every minute. 

“Man, it’s been a blast going up against 
some of your idols,” Davis said of playing in 
the NBA while averaging 16 points and eight 
rebounds this season for New Orleans. “Guys 
that you always looked up to, and now you're 
playing against them on the court. It’s been a 
good experience.” 

Much of that experience came with Team 
USA as Davis was the youngest player on a 
squad full of All-Stars and future Hall of Fam- 
ers. Learning from them was an invaluable ex- 
perience and boosted Davis’ confidence going 
into his rookie season. 

“Thad achance to play in the Olympics with 
a lot of superstars like LeBron [James], Kobe 
{Bryant}, Kevin [Durant], Carmelo [An- 
thony], guys like that. So I’m not as in shock 
as some other rookies are,” he said. “But it’s 
definitely fun getting to go up against those 
guys, guys that you'd play with on {NBA] 2k’ 
or watching them on TV or supporting them 
by being a fan, but now it’s a different story 
because you're trying to beat them.” 

New Orleans coach Monty Williams said 
he’s pleased with the rookie’s competitive- 
ness and progress thus far. However, he added 
sit will be awhile before Davis will truly feel 
comfortable in the NBA. 

“He’s still wide-eyed a little bit, but I think

he’s a lot more calm now than he was in the 
beginning,” Williams said. “But I think it 
takes time. I think he’s got to play at least 30 
to 35 games and go through the league a little 
bit, but then we'll see a better A.D.” 

If his trademark unibrow—which really is 
trademarked — is his calling card off the court, 
thunderous blocked shots are his signature on 
it. 

So what’s his secret? 

“I was fortunate to not lose my coordina- 
tion when I grew so fast, so that really helps,” 
Davis said. “But there’s no secret to it. Some 
guys lose their coordination [when they 
grow]; I didn’t, so it was an easier transition 
for me.” 

A student of the game, Davis looks at two 
players for shot-blocking guidance. 

“T like [Oklahoma City’s Serge} Ibaka. He’s 
probably one of the best shot blockers in the 
NBA right now. Old school? Man, it’s 
a couple of them. Wilt, he’s defi- ; 
nitely up there. He’s No. 1. = 
Bill Russell is up there, 
too. But Ibaka and 
Wilt, those are my 
two favorites.”

The biggest surprise an album bringing 
together members of the Wu-Tang Clan and 
The LOX has to offer is the fact that it hasn’t 
been made before. 

This isn’t necessarily a bad thing. Sheek 
Louch and Ghostface Killah both are 
fantastic rappers, and every guest from their 
respective groups offers a solid performance

as well. Thankfully, there’s nothing even 
remotely resembling a crossover concession. 

More than anything, the two provide a 
reminder, in the Rick Ross era, of the charms 
of a time in which a successful rap song could 
be a vivid description of guys hanging out in a 
living room. Ghostface in particular is one of 
the most detailed lyricists ever, and the fact 
that he takes the time to point out things like 
wearing Brookstone slippers or reading L. 
Ron Hubbard (side note: Is GHOSTFACE 
KILLAH BECOMING A SCIENTOLO- 
GIST?) makes for extremely fun listening. 

While there surely are people who are 
thrilled to finally see a combination of 
Wu-Tang and LOX rappers on a track, “Wu- 
Block” doesn’t offer much more than what it 
claims. The style here is reliable but outdat- 
ed, particularly due to all the awkward songs 
about robbing people. Longtime fans will be 
happy, and neophytes might find it a conve- 
nient point of entry, but plenty of others will 
be just as happy revisiting familiar classics.

‘The Paper Machete’ 
moves to The Green Mill 


By Julia Borcherts 

Can a live lit show about all things current 
find happiness in a jazz club steeped in a 
century of history? That’s what Christopher 
Piatt aims to find out this weekend as he 
moves “The Paper Machete” to the storied 
music club. 

Piatt, a former Time Out Chicago theater 
editor, launched the magazine-style revue in 
January 2010 at Lincoln Square bar Rico- 
chet’s. The weekly show of original essays 
about hot topics —which has included a 
lineup of guests like actor Michael Shan- 
non “Boardwalk Empire”), comedian Julia 
Sweeney and Weather Underground founder 
William Ayers — eventually outgrew the small 
venue, and Piatt moved it up the street to the 
Horseshoe. 

We caught up with Piatt to find out more 
about the series and his plans to integrate the 
show into its new home at The Green Mill. 


How does “The Paper Machete” differ from 
the storytelling scene? 

In the storytelling scene, the performers 
talk about their lives. In the “Machete”, they 
talk about what’s going on in the world. It’s a 
show about current events and pop culture. 
We call it a “salon in a saloon.” 

Every week the material is made fresh 
from the headlines, the same way hotshot 
chefs work with only fresh ingredients. Plus, 
we mix in vaudeville characters and some 
improv. And we have a bird puppet. And re- 
ally hot bands. 

So aside from people standing at micro- 
phones, we’re not really like a storytelling 
event. 


Culture & all that jazz 


How does your journallsm background 
Inform the tone of the show? 

‘The main ingredisnt in the shew is ESaVS 
written in third-person prose — [know thar 
doesn’t sound too SEXY, Lut people really like 
it—that’s a heavily journalistic tefluence. 
Plus, I’m always obsessed with whatever's 
going on right now— Pa huge cable ews 
junkie—and how we ean incorporate that 
into the show. I try ta treat my pob like thear 
of an editor-in-chief. 


How has the show evalved since its Incep- 
tion? 

The very first “Machete” back at Ricachet’s 
had no comics in it. It was all spakeneword 
and performance-art types. But we evertur 
ally assumed the identity of a cemmecty shew: 
The Reader named us “Hest Comedy Series” 
and we’ve worked with cany of tle city’s best 
talents from the improw, sketch and stand- 
up scenes. The show Its plemey af sericus 
content, but the best shows are the best ones 
because of the laughs. 


What prompted the move to the Green Mill? 
Long story short, we asked them and they 
said yes. It’s a spectacular venue and I’d 
frankly dreamed of eventually moving there 
when I first started the “Machete.” So it’s a 
pipe dream that came true. 


What influence do you hope that this new 
venue will have on the show? 

At the Mill, the musical possibilities are 
endless. We now have access to a piano and 
an organ, so we can feature jazz, cabaret, 
classical and gospel in the mix. We also have 
two stages to play with, which is great for us. 
Content-wise, we'll still have great comic es- 
says about the news, but now it will seem like 
they’re being performed by gangsters.
